If thefe Gentlemen, who are fo loth to 
acknowledge Heaven fights againf¥them, 
will have it otherwie, they muft acknow- 
ledge Dotage, and Infatuation has feiz’d 
their Councils; the Wifdom of their wife 
Men is turn’d into Foolifhnefs 5 they have 
taken wrong Meafures in thinking to take 
Barcelona trom an Englifh Garrifon with 
about 15c00 Men ; and leave all the reft 
of Spain fo naked, as to be infulted bya 
meer Mob of an Army, the: Englifh and 
Dutch excepted, I mean from Portugal. 

We are now ask’d, but want is become 
of this French Army ? We were told, they 
were all broken and difpers’d, how is that 
confirm’d ? 

That the French Army was any other- 
wife difperfs'd,than as they difper{s'd them- 
felves for the Convenience of making their 

; Retreat 
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Retreat by different Paffes thro’ a moun- 
tainous Country, I cannot perceive asy 
of our Accounts pretend to; that their 
Reer might be purfued, often infulted and 
attempted by the Miquelets, I make no 
queftion ; but as thefe Mountaineers were 
no way able to make any regular Stand, 
and engage any Body of the French, I be- 
lieve, they could do them fmall Injury, 
other than harafling them, keeping them 
from Provifions, and make them march the 
more warily. 

Butas they rais'd the Siege the very next 
Day, or within a Day or two, after the 
Englifb Succours were landed, it could not 
be poffible my Lord Peterborough could put 
them ina Condition to marchio Purfuit of 
the French; having alfo their Camp and Sto- 
resto fecure, which was juft then fallen into 
their Poffefions; fo that I believe on the 
whole,the French are retir’d with little other 
Lofs, than they reciev’d in the Siege it felf. 

But if they were not in the utmoft Con- 
fternation and Diftrefs, fay fome, and if 
the Flight was not with extream Precipi- 
tation, why did they not carry off their 
Cannon, and Stores ? 

. This Queftion proceeds from the Igno- 
rance of the Enquirer, and J would an{wer 
it by asking another, viz. Who brought 
the Cannon and Stores, ©c. And it will 
appear, as well as by the Nature’ ot the 
thing, they could not have brought fuch a 
Train, andfuch vaft Stores by Land, with- 
out the Affiftance and abfolute Command 
of the Country, which ’tis known they 
wanted both coming, as well as going ; 
and therefore it was impraéticable to carry 
their Cannon away, tho’ they had made 
aesaieny with more Order and Leifure 
thanthey did——— 

‘ I cannot quit this without noting here, to 
the mutual Praife of both the Generals, the 
Cafe of the 1500 diftrefs’d People, fick or 
wounded in the Camp, which the French 
found themfelves oblig’d ‘to leave behind 
them. 

There is no queftion, but had the Mi« 
guelets of Catalognia heen of the firft that 
entred the French Cainp, they wold in 
cold Blood and with true Spunifh Mercy 
have cutall their Taroats. But the Ma- 


refchal de Theffe has ated a very handfome 
part, the Comment upon which may be — 
larger, than fome may expeét. a 
The Accounts tell us, thatbeingoblig’dd 
in their Retreat to leave 1500 Men fick — 
or wounded in their Camp, the Marefchal — 
de Theffe, ina very obliging and fubmiflive — 
Letter, recommended them to the Cle- — 
mency and Generolity of the Earl of Ferer- 
borough. 
To do Juftice to a generous Enemy, this 
will for ever give the Maretchal de Theffe 
the haradler to me,of a Man of true Gal- 
lantry and Humanity, that in his great 
Concern for the Safety and Retreat of ‘his — 
Army, forgot not the miferable, who are — 
too often in fuch Cafes abandon’d to the ~ 
Mercy and Fury of their Purfuers; and — 
fuch Mercy on the other Hand feldoma- — 
mounts to any more, than to give them a 
fhort Difpatch into the next World. i” 
The French General finding himfelf ob- 
lig’d to quit the Siege with Difgrace, and 
that thefe Men muft be facrifiz’d to the 
Safety of the reft, choofes to flye tothe 
Clemency of the Englifh General, and 
makes a very humble Addrefs to him in 
their Behalf; making no Difficultytocourt 
and fubmit to his Enemy, rather than ex- 
pofe his Men to the Mercy of theSpamiards, 
Nor is there any Queftion to be made, © 
but that this was the Reafon, why they — 
left 10000 Sacks of Meal, 3000 Barrels of — 
Powder, and all their Stores whole and un- 
deftroy’d 5 which by the Laws of War it 
is ufual to burn or fpoil on fuch Occafions, — 
but this was fhowing one Courtefie, while 
they ask’d another. . ; 
’Tisa hard Fate, and one of the fevereft — 
that belongs toa Soldicr ; that when heis — 
wounded in the Service of his Country, or 
fick, and rendred unable to help himfelf; — 
he is often abandon’d tothe Furyand mer- 
cilefs Revenge of the Enemy; aud ‘tisvery — 
feldom, that a Care, Vike ibis, has been. 
exerted by any General under opprefs’d 
Circumftances, tho’ to his own Friends s, 
and therefore fthink, isa Debtdue tothe 
Reputation of Monfieur de Thefé, that he — 
atted like a Man of Honour and Hue. — 
Manity. _ 


“But while I. am- owning the Vertue of

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an. Enemy, Imuftadds that here isa dou- 
ble Honour dorie on the other Hand to the 
Englifh ; firft, to the Nation; fecondly, to 
their General. ; 
' To their Nation, in that the Bnemy 
choofe rather to court the Generofity of 
the Engiifb; than truft the Cruelty of the 
Spantard or in fhort, that he knew the 
‘Engiifh were to be mov'd to a generous 
Pity, and were capable of receiving Im- 


-prefions from even the Miferies of their 


Enemies, and compaffionate thofe, that by 
‘tne Chance of War, thould fall into their 


Hands, tho’ without any Conditions ; That 


the Englifh were a more generous Nation 


than the Spaniards sand that it was with. 


good Ground he trufted their Gratitude, 
for leaving’ them a Booty fv confiderable, 
as was to be found in their Camp.

bat by Conclufions drwan from his extra- 
ordinary Gallantry in the Field,: which is 


feldom accompany’d with any thing bar- 


harous.

fallen intoa Hand in Earope, more natu- 


‘rally bent to, and: conftantly pleas’d with 


As of Generofity,, than this noble Gene- 
tal; who, together with perhaps as much 


Bre as any Manin the World poffeffes in 


his Temper, has that known. Mixture of 
Honour and Clemency in-all bis Adions, 
that the French fick and wounded iad been 
fafe in his meer Compaffion, . had. their 
own Genera! took no manner of Care of 
them. 

-Thisdoubie Happinefs however has been 


- the Security of thefe Mi/érables; from tire 
barbarous Hands of the Catalans 3 and our 


Accountsin.general agree, that bis Losd- 
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fhiphas not only proteAed thein from their 
Enemies, but has ufed them with the fame 
Care and native Goodnefs, with which he 
treats all Mankind. ; 

’Tis nofman Felicity in Matters of War, 
to fall into the Hands of generous Ene- 
mies; and 1 know nothing, that leaves’a 
greater Blotc upon the Fane and Memory 
of the Romans, than their Cruelty to their 
Captives 5 this feem’d to meto béa chief 
Remain of their true original Barbarity,and 
principally owing to their Want of Chriftiaa 
Religion. 

It has been a Remark; I have obferv’d or 
many Occafions, and which'F cannot thiak 
improper here-—That the €briftian Reli- 
gion has this one Teftimony“to the Divini- 
ty of its Nature and Original, than which I 
know no greater, thort of Miracle and Revee 
lation 3 ‘That it nas civiliz’d the Nations as 
to their: Manners and Temper, even there 
where it-has not had a faving Operaticn.” 

The Native Barbarity of Mind and of 
Cuftoms, that in former Ages fpread the 
World, has fled before that Candor, that 
Temperand compaffionateTendernefswhich 
the Principles of Chriftianity have infuy’d 
into the very Genivsof the Nations, where 
it has been profef’d; and which gives.a 
glorious. Teftimony, that the Chriftiar 
Religion is founded upon what is moft a 
greeable to the beft Methods of living,and 
effeétually fuited tothe Temporal, as well 
as the Eternal Felicity of Human Nature. 
- Religion teaches Men to be MEN ;: or 
as I would be underftood Men of Honour, 
Men of Compatiion, Men of Temper, Mén: 
of Humanity, and inftruéts then in every 
thing that’s {viced to Human Society 5 and 
therefore theft Peoplé, who fancy Religion. 
unhinges Men’s Gallantry, are exceedingly 
miftaken: There is nothing qualifies a 
Man to be a Man of Honour, fo muchas 
Religion; the Chriftrian,and the Gentleman 
are Terms fo fynonymous, tbat ’tis very 
hard to be‘one without the other. 

Again without Partiaility, the Degrees 
of this are equally vifible;- that in thofe 
Nations where Religion has been more or 
lefs purg’d, more or lefs purely profefs’d, 
thofe Nations have been more or Jefs pur- 
ged from the Native Barbarities and Cru- 
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eltics of Difpofition, which had formerly 
over-run the World. 

Thus the Proteftant without Partiallity 
claims a higher fhare of this general Hu- 
manity, thauthe Popifh Nations, who feem 
rather degenerated back to the Barbarities 
they were advanc’d from among, Nations 

rofeffing Chriftianity; thofe that are the 
beft Chiriftians, are the moft generous and 
compaffionate 5 thofe that are iefs religious, 
are confequently moft barbarous. 

Thus you havea manifeft Difference be- 
tween the worft Roman Catholick Nations 
and the. Mujcovites, thefe latter retaining 
the more Barbarifms in their Cuftoms and 
Manners, by how much the Chrifian Re- 
ligion has’ made but a faint Appearance, 
and fhone but with weak Glimmerings of 
its Light into the Minds of the People. 

‘The Englifh are a Proof of this, and 
as they have known as much of the Chriftian 


~ Keeligion, asany Nation in the World; fo 


they are known abroad to beas far from 
any thing, barbacous in their Cuftoms, Na- 
ture or Manners: I with, T could fay the 
{ame of them in their Treatment of one 
another ac Home.
